COOKING 



With the cold and wet weather upon us, 
a good hot soup seems to be the very best 
thing for any meal. This recipe is from 
the !, Croatian Cuisine” cookbook and sounds 
delicious for a cold, wet day. 

JUHA 0D MRKV1CE 
(CARROT SOUP) 


3 pints beef stock 
3/4 lb. carrots, sliced 
2 tbsp. butter 
2 tbsp. breadcrumbs 
1/4 c. sour cream 
1 6bsp. chopped parsley 
salt and pepper to taste 

Cook the sliced carrots in salted water until 
tender. Mash them. Melt the butter over low 
heat. Add breacrumbs and saute to make a 
golden paste. Add enough cold water to make 
a thick sauce, stirring constantly to 
avoid lumps. Add the beef stock. Season 
with salt and pepper. Cook for 20-25 minutes. 
Add the chopped parsley and the sour cream 
just before serving. Serves 6.

1 c. persimmon pulp 
1 tsp. baking soda 
1 c. sugar 

1 c. shortening 

2 eggs 

2 c. flour 
1 c. chopped nuts 
1 c. raisins 
1 tsp. cinnamon 

1/2 tsp. each cloves and nutmeg 
1/2 tsp. salt. 

Beat pulp, soda, sugar, and shortening till 
creamy. Add egg, flour, and spices. When 
well- mixed add nuts and raisins. Drop by 
spoonfulls on greased cookie sheet. Bake at 
375 degrees for 10-12 minutes.

BELGRADE 1 S AFRICAN ART MUSEUM 
By IRENE STRAZICICH 

Veda and Zdravho Pecar acquired 1150 works of 
African art after their stay in Africa and donated 
these works to the Belgrade museum. Dr. Pecar 
and his wife made many trips to the Interior 
of Africa. His wife who accompanied him thought 
they should acquire and bring back to Yugoslavia 
important and valuable objects associated with 
various cultures. 

Dr. Pecar traveled in Africa as a journalist 
and in later years was ambassador to seven West 
African states: Mali, Upper Volta, the Ivory 
Coast, hana, Liberia, Togo and Benin. He spent 
twenty-five years in Africa. 

Since he had lived in Africa so many years he 
was able to obtain important and valuable ob¬ 
jects which were to be found in each country. In 
1960 he was in Tunis, but was based in Konakry, 
the capital of Guinea. He attended an Afro- 
Asian conference as a delegate and reporter. 

He ran into difficulties and was arrested once. 

Believing he would never make such a trip again, 
he decided to bring back a valuable memento. He 
obtained what he called three objects of great 
beauty (one was a mask). He carefully packed 
them to bring back with him. All three were 
seized at the airport by Guinean officers who 
said they were part of the national wealth. Later 
President Secou Toure gave permission for him 
to take the objects out of the country since they 
were for a private collection and were not to be 
sold. 

All of his collection was taken out of Africa 
legally with permits issued by African authorities.

sort of Triteuta, Queen of Illyria. What 
went wrong between them nobody any longer 
remembers, only that in 229 B.C. Demetrios 
betrayed Teuta. The betrayal led to a ten- 
year war between Rome and Illyria. Rome 
won but Illyria subsequently gave her four 
emperors, including Aurelius and Diocletian. 

Venice had the longest tenure, over three- 
and-a-half centuries, and left the gorgeous 
heritage that makes Hvar more than just an 
island in the sun. From 1420 until 1797, 

Hvar, under the name of Lesina, served as the 
Serenissima's chief naval station on the long 
sea run from Venice to Constantinople. 

From the moment you step from the steamer 
onto the broad quay paved with white stones 
gleaming like marble you can see she was 
treated as a place of importance. The rich 
cityscape within the walls is a treasure of 
patrician houses, churches, monasteries, bell 
towers, stone pedestals to hold the flagstaffs, 
bas reliefs of the Lion of San Marco, chiseled 
crests of arms. The handsome piazza before 
the cathedral is the largest square of Dalmatia. 

The counts who governed in the name of the 
republic were nobles, some of whom belonged 
to doge families like Gritti and Dandolo. 

The aristocratic sixteenth-century loggia and 
clock tower which front the port are all that 
remain of the palace of the ruling counts, 
alas. The building in its entirety must have 
been a stylishly impressive edifice leaving 
no doubt of Venetian power and grandeur. 


Only patricians were permitted to live 
within the walls and they too resided in 
splendor. The palace of the nobleman 
Vukasinovic had no less than seven balconies 
ornamenting its facade. The Venice-inspired 
Hektorovic mansion with its elegant pointed 
Gothic windows - although never finished - 
is one of the landmarks of Hvar. 

The Arsenal sheltered the war galleon 
every commune had to maintain for the state’s 
fleet. The island's galleon was one of the 
ships that fought in the Battle of Lepanto 
against the Turks in 1571 and the surviving 
figurehead - an awesome dragon - is on dis¬ 
play in the theater upstairs. 

The theater is a gem dating back to 1612, 
It has a double tier of boxes, 37 in all, a 
charming painted ceiling, and the original 
stage backdrop depicting the city in this 
period of its glory when the repertory in¬ 
cluded works by the Hvar literarti, now 
Croatian classics. For a week each May the 
theater becomes a playhouse again for the 
leading companies of Yugoslavia.
